Discnssen the Culture of Pecans 
and English Walnuts. 

DaHloneqa, Ga., Jan. '1894. 
Mr. Editor:— 

The subject of tbe Pecan and 
English Walnut culture in this 
county was pretty Fully discussed 
and reported upon by- the Farmer's 
Club, and published in the Dab- 
lonega papers in the early part of 
1893. 

We desire again through those 
papers, by your kindness, to sail 
attention to these two valuable 
nut bearing' trees. 

Pecan ar.d English Walnuts do 
well on any lands that the blaelc 
wnlnut and hickory nut trees gio-v. 
As is known, a largo per cent of 
tbe hind in Lumpkin county, as well 
as throughout Georgia, these trees 
grow finely and fruit abundantly, 
especially when cultivated. So 
will tbe Pecan and English Wal- 
nut trees grow rapidly and bear at 
nn early age when properly cultiva- 
ted upon a gray or red soil, with a 
a red or dark clay fun n dale 
or on a deep, rich black soil, they 
do well. But on a poor land w 
a white clay foundation they i 
not thrive. Tbe English Wall 
will die out nnd the Pecan will 
but very little good on this wl 
clay foundation. 

Six years tigo I decided that it 
would be nice to have a Pecan 
orchard, and planted 800 nuts. 
Of these 300 eame up and grew. 
I planted thin and hard shell nuts 
as purchased in the market. Al- 
ter this I concluded to plant only 
select varieties. 

So three, two and one year ago 
IJsent tu Mississippi and Texas for 
fine nuts— I sent to W R. Stuart, 
Ocean Springs, Miss., and II. Post, 
of Fort Worth, Texas, (send to 
them for catalogue of full particu- 
lars.) I also received some tine 
nuts from Capt. J. M. Gin ley, of 
Marble Palls, Texas, which are 
very fine and reliable,
